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Dock Strike 
Deals Blow 
To Farmers

Exports are the key to any 
administration plan for increas­ 
ing income figures during the 
next 12 months. U.S. farmers 
already ship overseas the out­ 
put from one-fourth their acre­ 
age—$7.8 
billion 
last 
fiscal 
year. 
The West Coast tieup began 
July 1 and already has bitten 
deeply into some farm exports. 
Now a new walkout in the of­ 
fing Oct. 1 at Gulf ports and a 
chance it may spread to East­ 
ern docks deeply shadows the 
outlook for exports. 
Assistant Secretary of Agri­ 
culture 
Clarence 
D. 
Palmby 
terms the dock strike situation 
most 
serious 
for 
American 
farmers, 
Palmby 
said: 
"It 
could not hit the agricultural 
economy at a worse date.” 
Palmby who oversees inter­ 
national affiars and commodity 
programs 
in 
the 
Agriculture 
Department is a key architect 
and administrator of U.S. farm 
policy. 
Palmby declined to predict in 
detail bow a prolonged dock 
strike might affect this year’s 
export value. In 1968-69 when 
Gulf and Eastern ports were 
tied up for nearly four months, 
U.S. farm exports dipped to 
$5.7 billion from $6.3 billion the 
year before. 
Asked what might occur if 
exports drop severely, Palmby 
said: 
"Farm income is going to 
suffer, and it’s going to suffer 
real 
bad. 
A 
10-cent-a-bushel 
drop in the price of corn comes 
right out of the net income of 
farmers.” 
While the export outlook is 
serious, Palmby said, overall 
crop forecasts are optimistic. 
Gross income from production 
the past 
year 
of 
four 
key 
crops—corn, 
soybeans, 
sor­ 
ghum and wheat—reached an 
all-time high, he said. 
Looking ahead to the 1971-72 
marketing year, Palmby said 
gross receipts are expected to 
rise 
again 
for 
producers 
of 
those crops, mostly from large 
output. 
But gross sales by farmers 
are only part of the story. Ex­ 
penses, too, continue to rise 
and that means a bind on farm 
takehome pay, or net income. 
Thriving 
exports 
can 
mean 
higher prices and thus a wider 
margin 
between 
sales 
value 
and costs. 
The Oct. 1 strike deadline for 
Gulf ports is particularly worri­ 
some, Palmby said, because it 
comes while fall crops of corn 
and other feed grains and soy­ 
beans are hitting the market. 
"It’s the price-depressing ef­ 
fect of a dock strike, and of a 
rail strike, for that matter, that 
really hurts producers,” Palm­ 
by said. "The whole matter of 
farm income is going to be de­ 
termined 
by 
use, 
which

cludes exports.”

Originally, CURC dealt pri­ 
marily with needs such as: a. 
Training for staff members to 
upgrade their skills in selected 
areas, b. Consultation by pro­ 
fessionals to offer advice or 
service regarding matters in 
the field of their special know­ 
ledge. c. Research — from gui­ 
dance in conducting original re­ 
search to the actual locating 
or compiling of research data, 
d. Speakers with special know­ 
ledge in a particular area. e. 
Printed materials. 
Presently they are in the pro­ 
cess of expanding the service 
to include the possibilities of 
linking agencies or organiza­ 
tions with need to: a. Other 
agencies or organizations that 
have the resources to help them 
fulfill the need. b. Specific serv­ 
ices by qualified professionals 
(doctors, lawyers, social work­ 
ers, counselors, etc.) 
c. Volunteers and or charity. 
"Resource people” formerly 
were primarily composed of uni­ 
versity and college people, both

Army Desertion 
Rate Still High 
In Vietnam

WASHINGTON (AP) - Des­ 
pite the shrinking U.S. combat 
role, the Army’s desertion rate 
in 
the Vietnam 
conflict has 
climbed to the peak set in 
World War II. 
The 
number 
of 
desertion 
cases in the first 10 months of 
the 1971 fiscal year, which end­ 
ed June 30, increased to 68,449, 
the equivalent of 4Vi combat di­ 
visions. Figures for the final 
two months will push it even 
higher. 
Desertion—absent without of­ 
ficial leave for more than 30 
days—has 
been 
on 
the 
rise 
since escalation of the Vietnam 
war was begun in 1965. In 1968 
the 
desertion 
rate 
surpassed 
the Korean war high of 22.5 per 
1,000, but untü not it had been 
below that of World War II. 
According to figures supplied 
by 
the 
Army, 
the 
rate 
of 
desertions for fiscal 1971 as of 
April was 62.6 per 1,000 men, 
compared with 52.3 for all of 
fiscal 1970. During World War 
II the Army’s desertion rate hit 
a peak of 63 for 1,000 in 1944. 
The AWOL and desertion rate 
for the Navy and Air Force is 
almost miniscule compared to 
that of the Army and Marine 
Corps. The Marines, however, 
report a decline in their desert­ 
ion figures from a high of 59.6 
per 1,000 in fiscal to 56.1 per 
1,000 last year. 
A great majority of deserters 
either are picked up or volun- 
taily return to their units. Be­ 
cause of the legal difficulty in 
proving intent of never return­ 
ing to duty, most are tried on 
the 
lesser 
charge 
of 
being 
AWOL. 
A 
Senate 
Armed 
Services 
subcommittee accused the Pen­ 
tagon two years ago of a lack 
of concern and failure to deal 
sternly with the thousands of 
servicemen running away each 
year. In response, the Defense 
Department last September es­ 
tablished a uniform policy for 
all the services to follow in 
dealing with deserters. 
The Army blamed the Viet­ 
nam war for the big increase, 
citing some soldiers’ fear of 
being wounded or killed in com­ 
bat as the most frequent reason 
for running away. Most of those 
going AWOL did so after re­ 
ceiving their Vietnam orders, 
the Army said. 
But 'today the casualties are 
down and fewer replacements 
are being sent to the battle 
zone—15,000 a month compared 
with 45,000 per month in 1968. 
Although the desertion rate 
has reached a high, Army offi­ 
cials say they are encouraged 
by monthly statistics showing 
the number of runaways has 
dropped 
slightly each 
month 
since January.

Be Neat, Learn; 
Dress Code Set 
By School Board 


The 
Rushville 
Consolidated 
Schools Board of Trustees adopt­ 
ed a dress code for grades sev­ 
en through 12 for the consolida­ 
tion at their meeting Monday 
night. A copy of this code has 
been handed to this paper for 
publication: 
"Past experience strongly In­ 
dicates that students generally 
conduct themselves in a manner 
similar to the way they dress 
and groom. Sloppy dress and 
poor grooming tend to bring 
about poor behavior. A student 
who is neat in dress and groom­ 
ing tends to also be careful 
about his 
behavior. 
Further­ 
more, a student who is careful 
about his appearance and be­ 
havior tends to likewise be care­ 
ful about his school work and 
performs well in the classroom 
learning situation. 
"Since learning can be affect­ 
ed by these other m atters of 
dress and behavior, the school 
will make it a habit to concern 
itself with improving both stu­ 
dent appearance and student be­ 
havior where necessary. 
"Appropriate clothing costs no 
more than that which is unap- 
propriate. Proper clothing sel­ 
ection should be a team effort 
between parent and student. 
"Basically, clothing should be 
comfortable, loose enough, long 
enough, modest, in good taste, 
and suitable for school. Some 
types of dress and grooming 
habits such as beach wear, ex­ 
travagant dress, shorts, grub- 
bies, bare feet, body and cloth­ 
ing oror, unclean or ungroomed 
hair and untrimmed hair for 
boys detract from a learning 
atmosphere and will not be per­ 
mitted in school. Boys’ hair shall 
not be below the collar.” 
Another section of the dress 
regulations 
set forth by the 
school board lists the manner 
in which offenders will be dealt 
with. Records of the offenses 
beyond the first will be placed 
in the student’s personal file in 
the counselor’s office, the re­ 
port states.

Business Group Will Study How 
To Cut School Costs In Indiana 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
1972 
General 
Assembly 
will 
have a report made by 35 busi­ 
ness executives on how to cut 
the cost of elementary and sec­ 
ondary education in Indiana. 
State School Supt. John J. 
Loughlin said Monday Indiana 
businesses have agreed to loan 
a corps of executives for a 12- 
week 
study of the 
business 
practices of more than 100 of 
the state’s 317 school corpora­ 
tions. 
The executives hope to have 
their 
recommendations 
ready 
by the time the legislature con­ 
venes in January because they 
may require new, laws. 
John R. Benbow. president of 
Indiana National Bank and the 
head of the Governor’s Econo­ 
my Program, 
Inc., said the 
study could lead to savings of 
$40 million to $65 million. 
The study will be sponsored 
by the economy corporation, a 
group of on-loan executives who 
surveyed. 
state 
government 
management practices at the 
request of Gov. Edgar D. Whit­ 


comb in late 1968 and early 
1969. 
Warren King and Associates, 
which assisted in. the govern­ 
ment management surveys, has 
been retained on a consulting 
basis. 
The study will cost about $80,- 
000. including a $25,000 federal 
grant through the Department 
of Public instruction and anoth­ 
er $10.000 in state money. The 
governor’s office will pay $25,- 
000 and business contributions 
will account for the remaining 
$20,000, Benbow said. 
The state’s 15 largest and 15 
smallest 
school 
corporations 
and a random selection of me­ 
dium-sized districts will be sur­ 
veyed. 
Loughlin said the study is 
necessary because of the in­ 
creasing number of school cor­ 
porations reaching the ceiling 
on local property tax rates and 
finding costs continuing to spi­ 
ral. 
The study will not include in­ 
structional costs, such items as 
teachers’ salaries and costs of 
curriculum charges.

and Egypt went to war and 
France and England grabbed 
the Suez Canal. 
South Africa was barred from 
the 1964 games at Tokyo be­ 
cause of its aoartheid policies 
and a boycott c£ the 1968 games 
at Mexico City by Communist 
and many African nations was 
threatened when South Africa 
was restored to good standing 
in early 1968 only to be ba­ 
nished again. 
Just before the 1968 games, 
Russian troops marched into 
Czechoslovakia, 
bringing 
a 
freeze in relations between 
those two Communist countries 
and provoking Emile Zátopek, 
the Czech’s great triple medal­ 
ist of 1952, to cry openly and 
sharply critize the Soviets. 
U.S. black athletes used the 
games as a forum to denounce 
what they called racial in­ 
justices in the United States 
and two black U.S. sprinters— 
Tommie Smith and John Car­ 
los-created an international in­ 
cident by raising clinched, 
black-glove fists on the victory 
stand.

Tarkenton Unable To Reach 
Contract Agreement, Leaves

Pro football lost its second 
glamor quarterback in less 
than 48 hours Monday after­ 
noon, when New York Giants 
signal-caller Fran Tarkenton 
left the club and returned to his 
Atlanta home because he could 
not reach a contract agreement 
with owner Wellington T. Mara. 
“I can’t play football without 
a contract,” Tarkenton said 
Monday night. ‘‘Nothing else is 
involved except the contract. I 
cannot accept the offer they 
made me." 
Tarkenton, 
31, 
reportedly 
earned $100,000 in 1970, when he 
led the Giants to a 9-5 season, 
their best since 1963. 
Tarkenton joins New York 
Jets’ quarterback Joe Hamath 
on the sidelines. Namath con­ 
tinued to recuperate at New 
York’s Lenox Hill Hospital fol­ 
lowing surgery Sunday morning 
to repair torn ligaments and re­ 
move damaged cartilage in his 
left knee. 
Dr. James A. Nicholas, the 
Jets’ team physician and the 
orthopedist wno Has performed 
all four of Namath’s knee oper­ 
ations, speculated that Namath 
might be able to return to ac­ 
tion for the Jets’ game against 
the Baltimore Colts Nov. 14. 
“It’s earlier than we’d like 
him back,” Dr. Nicholas said. 
“The longer you give a thing 
like this, the better it will be in 
the long run. 
“But if our game with the 
Colts on the 14th is a must type 
of thing, I don’t think there 
would be any way of keeping 
Joe out of it.” 
Tarkenton could be back on 
the playing field long before 
Nov. 14. He emphasized that he 
is by no means retiring. “I 
didn’t care to play the exhibi­ 
tion season without a contract,” 
he declared.

But, he asks, “. . . whether they . . . are 
not deluding themselves . . , living in 
small, separate groups, with a minimum 
of organization, means a return to hand­ 
made tools, to a food supply rarely above 
the subsistence level . . . it would also 
mean an end to books, most musical in­ 
struments, recorded music, photography, 
modern medicine and surgery.” It would 
mean “that for the great majority of in­ 
dividuals in such a society, life would 
be, in the words of Thomas Hobbes, ‘soli­ 
tary, poor, nasty, brutish and short’.”

Prophets of gloom and doom 
should take note that their dire 
predictions seldom occur. 
The Polly anna attitude of 
“everything working out for the 
best” is the usual outcome. It 
might be due to American’s 
ability to accept facts as they 
are and make the best of every 
situation. Most recent example 
was the signing of an agree­ 
ment by Secretary of Trans­ 
portation John Volpe and Gov­ 
ernor Edgar D. Whitcomb. 
The agreement covers the re­ 
gulation of highway advertising 
signs. Without the agreement, 
Indiana stood in jeopardy of 
losing some $8 million in federal 
highway funds. The last Gener­ 
al Assembly gave the Gover­ 
nor authority to alter regula­ 
tions to bring the state in com­ 
pliance. 
Following the close of the 
1968 session, we heard how the 
state stood in position to lose 
between $25 and $35 million in 
welfare funds. The state’s pay­ 
ment to recipients was describ­ 
ed as “woefully inadequate.” An 
order was issued by the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare Cutting off federal funds 
to take effect the 1st of April, 
but the legislature acted in 
time. 
The 1969 session’s failure to 
raise taxes brought dire pre­ 
dictions that half of the school 
corporations in the state would 
be forced to dose their doors. 
Not a single school closed, al­ 
though there was some “belt 
tightening.” 
A philosopher would conclude: 
“Things are seldom as bad as 
predicted or as good as expect­ 
ed.”During the few short years 
I have been on the beat, the 
State House Press corps has 
had almost a complete change 
in personnel. It is getting so the 
reporters are almost as expend­ 
able as Press Secretaries, 
Of course dad died, when he 
was “dean of the corps.”

healthful services to his Indian 
brethren in the isolated village 
of Supai, 2,400 feet below the 
rim of the Grand Canyon. 
Now 9 years old, Gobert was 
born and raised on an Indian 
reservation at Browning, Mont. 
He joined the Navy in 1960, and 
daring his second tour of duty 
in Vietnam in 1965 he lost his 
leg when he stepped on a land 
mine. 
After 10 months in a Naval 
hospital learning to walk on a 
false leg, Gobert returned to ci­ 
vilian life. 
In 1969, he took a pioneering 
assignment with the U.S. In­ 
dian Health Service in Arizona. 
The job was to bring medical 
care and public health pro­ 
grams to the 300 Havasupai In­ 
dians living in almost complete 
isolation down the steep cliffs 
of the Grand Canyon. 
A f t e r 
hurriedly 
taking 
courses from the U.S. Public 
Health Service at Phoenix and 
Tucson, Ariz., on health care, 
Gobert spent 18 months in 
Supai offering what medical 
help he could and arranging to 
have the seriously ill removed 
to the nearest town—80 miles 
away—by helicopter. 
As a result of his success, the 
U.S. Public Health Service has 
organized a program of train­ 
ing Indians to bring medical , 
services to some of the most 
isolated tribes in the western 
part of the nation. 
Gobert, who is helping to 
coordinate the training and 
placement of 10 new Indian 
medics, has been named the 
year’s 
Outstanding 
Disabled 
American Veteran by the 350,- 
000-member Disabled American 
Veterans. 
In addition to operating a me­ 
dical clinic and public health 
program, Gobert spent many 
hours in Supai traveling the 
treacherous 
cliff 
trails 
on 
horseback to make house calls. 


Unions Pledge 
To Back Curbs 
On Prices, Pay 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
The AFL-CIO Executive Coun­ 
cil has., pledged to support 
across-the-board federal wage 
and price controls if President 
Nixon deems them necessary to 
aid the economy. 
“We are prepared to cooper­ 
ate with mandatory govern­ 
ment controls, if the President 
decides they are necessary, 
provided such controls are 
even-handed 
and 
across-the- 
board,” 
AFL-CIO1 
President 
George Meany declared Mon­ 
day following a meeting of the 
35-member council. 
In a statement, the council 
opposed curbs on wages with­ 
out some restraints on prices, 
profits, interest rates and other 
corporate income. 
“Wages are only one factor 
in the cost of any products, and 
any actions which would freeze 
only wages and not other cost 
factors would create economic 
chaos,” the council said in a 
statement which Meany read to 
newsmen. 
“As a result of 2Vi years of 
gross mismanagement by the 
Nixon administration, the coun­ 
try is in an economic mess,” it 
said. “We will do our patriotic 
duty, but we will not be the 
scapegoat for the economic fail­ 
ures of this administration.” 
About five million workers 
are unemployed and several 
million others are employed 
less than full time, because in­ 
dustry is operating at only 73 
per cent of capacity, Meany 
said. 


Gobert won the confidence of 
the villagers—“a real tribute” 
to him, explains Dr. Charles S. 
McCammon, medical director 
of the Phoenix area Indian 
Health Service, “for the Hava­ 
supai people are not noted for 
their acceptance of outsiders.” 
Gobert modestly discounts any 
difficulties in achieving accept­ 
ance by the Havasupais. 
“I could have had two heads 
and three arms on one side as 
long as I could look after their 
health,” he said.

Crisis Faced 


By Orchestra 


At Indianapolis 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — In 
an effort to head off a possible 
crisis for the Indianapolis Sym­ 
phony Orchestra, the Lilly En­ 
dowment has pledged $600,000, 
provided private sources pledge 
$1.2 million. 
John S. Lynn, general man­ 
ager of Lilly Endowment, Inc., 
said, it is apparent that .if the 
orchestra is to exist through 
the next five years a broad 
base of community support will 
be vital.” 
Symphony officials say it will 
take $1.8 million to balance the 
budget for the next five years. 
The challenge by the endow­ 
ment comes as an annual op­ 
erating grant of $100,000 from 
Ford Foundation expires. It will 
be 1976 before a $2 million in­ 
vestment grant from the Ford 
Foundation becomes payable. 
Also, the contract between 
the orchestra musicians and the 
Indiana State Symphony Soci­ 
ety, Inc. is due to expire. A 
contract proposal for the 1971- 
72 season has not been made. 
In 1966, the orchestra faced a 
serious musicians’ strike and 
imminent collapse, but commu­ 
nity support, coupled with the 
operating grant from Ford, al­ 
lowed the orchestra to survive. 
The musicians present base 
salary is $6,600 for 36 weeks.
